"Agreeing lo Disagree" 


It is amazing to some people how 
Christians can argue, fuss, and fight 
at times! Christians are too often ex- 
pected to never have a disagreement! 
However that view is just not very 
realistic at all, In fact the Bible has 
many examples of its people disa- 
grecing. There should be a differ- 
ence however when Christians find 
themselves on opposite sides of the 
issue, They should learn to “Agree 
ro Disagree!” 

Paul and Barnabus had a disa- 
greement in Acts 15:36-41, The is- 
sue was whether or not to take John 
Mark with them on their second mis- 
sionary journey. The Bible tells us in 
this passage that they decided to split 
the team up. At first appearance this 
solution seems harmful, but looking 
closely at their reasoning the deci- 
sion did work out for both parties. 
They learned to agree to disagree. In 
looking at this story we see some 
steps that can help us to learn this 
method of setuing disputes. 

1. Recognize the Conflict - So 
many people when they find them- 
selves possibly headed for a disa- 
greement want to deny it. In this sto- 
ry we see that it is best to state your 
opinion on the situation and recog- 
nize that you do have some differ- 
ences to be dealt with. 

2. Engage in it Verbally - The 
Bible tells us that there was a sharp 
dispute. At this point we realize they 
had been discussing each others 
views about taking John Mark. We 
need to realize that discussion is 
good, Often we will totally withdraw 
or state our point and no more. We 
must realize that there is a line be- 
tween constructive discussing and 
useless arguing. When we cross into 
useless arguing then we must stop. 

3. Understand the Context - We 
realize that both Barnabus and Paul 
had reasons behind their opinions. 
Paul had seen Mark get homesick 
before and turn back, he did not 
want that risk again! Barnabus was 
the type who would give you a sec- 
ond chance and he was also Mark's 
uncle. If we look hard enough we 
can see why those we have disagree- 
ments with feel the way they do also. 
Once we understand their reasoning 
we should than respect their opinion 
more. 

4. Identify Common Goals 
Paul and Barnabus had a common 
goal of going back and disciplining 
the churches they had started. This 
was a unifying point for them. When 
we get in disagreements we too can 
usually find some common goals to 
try and build a decision on. 

5. Make Decisions Beneficial 
For All - This is where they decided 
to “Agree to Disagree.” In most 
heated disagreements there must be 
some compromise reached that will 
be somewhat beneficial to both par- 
ties involved. This was the case here 
as Paul took a new disciple along to 
some of the churches while Barna- 
bus took Mark with him to the 
churches in his home of Cyprus.

QUALITY NUTRITION 

If you've ever been ata loss as to 
how to handle frozen foods that have 
started to thaw, you're not alon 
Here is some advice on what to do 

Meat; Don't refreeze if they 
warmed to room temperature and 
have completely thawed. If complete 
thawing has occurred, red meats 
should be cooked immediately. They 
can then be refrozen. Partially 
thawed variely meats, sausages and 
hamburgers should be cooked imim« 
diately 

Fruits: Completely thawed fruits 
should be used immediately. They 
can be refrozen, but there may be a 
loss of quality 

Prepared Foods For example, 
meats in canned sauces, frozen din 
ners, cream pies and Icflovers. These 
ure best to cook and cat it immedi 
ately or throw it oul since it can spoil 
rapidly 

Poultry: If poultry has thawed but 
is still quite eold to the touch, it may 
be cooked and refrozen. Any stuffed 
poultry should be discarded 

Vegetables: Vegetables that stll 
show ice crystals may be refrozen 
but should be used as soon as possi 
ble. If completely thawed, you can 
refreeze some vegetables (plain 
ones, not those with sauces) if they 
have not been held at room tempera- 
tures too long. Vegetables may also 
be cooked and refrozen separately or 
as ingredients in a casserole or other 
dishes

FLEA CONTROL 
HOME 

Fleas usually thrive in) warm, 
muggy weather. They mate on the 
host and both sexes will bite. For 
those of you who are having flea 
problems, Extension Entomologist 
Eric Benson passed along methods 
Of dealing with fleas. 

A physical disturbance or the 
pressure of warm-blooded animals 
are signals for a flea to emerge from 
its cocoon. This is why vacationers 
often return to find their homes over- 
run by fleas, The adult fleas remain

in their cocoons when the 
quiet, emerging hungrily al 
when the family returns 

Before any pesticides are sprayed 
inside, pet bedding should be 
washed and the floors, carpet, furni 
ture and any other areas the pet has 
access to should be thoroughly vac 
uumed. Vacuuming also stimulate 
fleas to leave their protective pupal 
case and helps to straighten carpet fi 
bers, enabling insecticides to pene 
trate more effectively After cleaning, 
homeowners may want to discard 
the vacuum bag as fleas can some 
times crawl back out of the vacuum 

With people and pets out of the 
house and vacuuming completed, an 
indoor insecticide application can be 
made. Flea bombs are perhaps the 
easiest method but also the least effi 
cient. They release insecticide all 
over the room, not just on the floor 
or furniture. Direct treatments with 
sprays are more work but probably 
more elfective, 

Remember, anyone using insecti- 
cides should check the label for spe 
cial warnings and only use the prod 
uct according to the directions 
Recommended insecticides are Durs- 
ban, malathion, Precor, Ficam, Sevin 
and Diazinon.

LATE PLANTED PEANUTS 

We need to be careful about bum- 
ing any of our late planted peanuts. 
We need to allow these peanuts plen- 
ty of opporti nity for vine growth. As 
you know tie vine coverage cools 
the soil and reserves moisture. The 
cooler and 1 ore moist the soil, the 
less chance of the lesser com stalk 
borer attacking the peanut. Whenev- 
er applying Starfire to late planted 
peanuts, you will want to add 4 to 8 
ounces of Basagran as a softener to 
reduce burn.

Judge denies Ziglar bond

In a 12 page court order filed in 
the circuit clerk's office in Elba 
Monday, June 24, 1991, Circuit 
Judge John B. Crawley once again 
denied Spencer Owen Ziglar bond, 

On June 6, 1991, Ziglar, 55, who 
was originally charged with murder 
in the shotgun slaying of Edward 
Kelley, 56, of Elba, was found guilty 
on the lesser charge of manslaughter. 

The murder took place on the 
30th of January 1990, 

Ziglar was sentenced to serve 
twenty years at hard labor in the pen- 
itentiary by Judge Crawley on June 
11, 1991. At the time of the sentenc- 
ing, Ziglar's defense attorney, Jack- 
son W. Stokes, gave an oral notice 
of appeal to the verdict. Also, a re- 
quest for bail was made which was 
denied by Judge Crawley. 

Judge Crawley's denial of bail 
was appealed and a hearing date was 
Set. 

A bond hearing was held in Elba 
Wednesday, June 19th, in which Zi- 
glar's newly court appointed attor- 
neys, Stafford Pittman and Roger 
Brannon, argued that Ziglar was en- 
titled to bond since his sentence was 
less than twenty years. Their conten- 
tion was that the court was denying 
him, Ziglar, of his secure rights un- 
der the Alabama Constituuion

The U. S. Army Corp of Engi- 
neers has released a summary of in- 
formation received at their public 
workshops held earlier this year con- 
cerning the Choctawhatchee-Pea 
River Basins Study. Public hearings 
were held in several communities in 
Southeast Alabama and Northwest 
Florida 

The workshops were part of a 
study authorized by the U. §. Con- 
gress for conducting a study of the 
water problems and needs in the 
Choctawhatchee and Pea River Ba- 
Sins. 

The study is being conducted by 
the Corp of Engineers, US Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and Soil Conser- 
vation Service 

During the workshops, represen- 
tatives of the Engineers covered sev- 
eral proposals already being consid- 
ered. They included the large lake at 
Ariton, AL., coupled with a number 
of smaller impoundments in other ar- 
eas; dredging of the rivers; conwol- 
ing water pollution problems, includ- 
ing cutting timber right to the edge 
of the waler, eic, 

The responses were totaled by the 
Corp in two separate groups, by 
slate.

The Elba City Council met Mon- 
day evening without Mayor Fred 
Mowre, who was absent due to a 
death in his family.
